KING MWANGA BADLY SCARED.

Rumors That Stanley Was Comiug to
Fight Him Made Him Nervous.

The savage ruler of Uganda, King
Mwangn, who murdered Hishop Han-
nington and maoy of his christian sub-
jects a while nge, thought judgment
was shout to overtake him when he
heard a while ago that Stanley was on
the way to Centeal Afviea. 1t will be
remembered that before the king or-
dered the murderof Hannington he
enlled his counsellors around him, and
the distinguished gentlemen discussed
the probability that the whites would
mnle them suffer if they put the Bishop
todeath. The strong point wias riise
that two white men had been killed o
few yonrs bofore by a chief ut the south
ond of Victorin Nyanza, and the muv-
dever hnd vever been called 10 aecount
for his crime. 1t was, therefore, in-
ferred that Bishop Hannington could he
murderad with fmpanity, aud the uu-
bhappy man's fote wus sealed.

But when the Avabs told Mwanga that
Swnley was coming, his first thought
wins thot the whites had beon aroused to
vengeanee by the eruel yking oft of

uhblic
Eua fixed upon Jauuary S0 as unswerday | thaniogton. Had 1 beou pessible he

would have turned pale when the Arabs
told him the white mnn wns comin
with 1,000 guns. e summoned in ho
haste the missionary, Mackay, whom he
hind long held a prisoner. Mackay writes
that there would have been a terrible
panic if he had not succeeded in calm-
ing the fears of the king.

He told the despot that Stanley wos
eoming to the relief of Emin Pasha, and
he was not certain that he intended to
visit Ugnnda at all.  He could not have
1000 gruns with him, becavse thore ware
only 600 men in hus party, most of whom
were heavily Inden with goods,

“Do yvou think,"asked the king, “that
Kaba legn will lot Stanley cross his
country to Upnnda?”

“I don't know,” answered Moackay,
“hut if he does, T am sure that Stanley
will come here with pencoful inteutions,
if he comes at all, ™

Kaba Megn is Mwangn's powerful
enemy, with whom he is frequently at
war, Hig country lies between Emin
Pasha's district and Uganda, the great
country which Mwanga misgoverns,

Another fear haunted the King.  Sup-
ro,u\ Stanley should come, it would not
e plensant to have Mackay aceuse his
dusky highness of having forcibly de-
tained him many months after he had
uekoed permission to depart,  He there-
upon decided that Mackay should not
stay upon the order of his going, but go
ot once, He gnve him scant time to
l;n('k his bnggage, and packod him off
down the lake, and My. Mackay, is now
supposed to be en
after  short  visits to  some  of
the mission stations on  the  wnoy,
Stanley hesitated to take the Uganda
route to Contral Afriea, fearing that his
approach might cause the king fo put
Muckay to death; but the news of Hliﬂ
approach by another route had the good
effeetl to set Mackay at liberty, and wo
shall probubly sogn hear from him full
details of the sfirring and teagicnl
seenes he has witnessed in Uganda
within the pnst two years, It was
agreed when he left Uganda that an-
other white mnn was o come Lo take his
place, and before this the mssionary,
Gordon. has probably taken upthe work
Muockay left.

Firo and sword scem impotent to ex-
tinguish christinnity in Ugnndn, Al-
though Mwanga pat about two hundred
christians to death in the most oruel
manner, the survivors never abjured
their faith or ceased to hold theirseeret
meotings for worship. Sinee the king
grow  weary of persecutions, the
christiann natives have resumed holding
meectings in hischief town, wlmost under
the shadow of his royal hut.
